The Proposal shall be binding upon the Proposer for one hundred and twenty (120) calendar days 
following the "Best and Final Offer". Any proposal on which the Proposer shortens the acceptance period 
will be rejected, although the acceptance period may be extended by mutual agreement between SEPTA 
and the Proposer.
